‘fT is given out, that the Courts of Spain and Naples 

make the following Demands upon the Court of 
Rome. 1. That the Pope fhal! renounce the Right of 
nominating Perfons to fill ep the vacant Benefices in the 
Kingdoms of Spain and Sicily. 2. Thathis Holinefs 
fhall renounce his Pretenfions to the Right of Inveititure 
in the two Kingdoms afofefaid. 3. "That the Dutchy 
of Caftro, and the Principality of Ronciglione, now in 
Poffeffion of the Holy See, thall be reftored to the King 
of Sicily. 4. That his Sicilian Majefty thall be acknow- 
ledged perpetual Dictator of Rome, in the fame Man- 
ner, and with the fame Honours, as was Charles I. 
King of Spain. 5. Thatthat Prince thall have Power 
to nominate a Cardinal, befides the Prerogative of hav- 
ing an Auditer of the Rota at Rome, and a Confiftorial 
Advocate. 6. That the Court of Rome fhall pay the 
Expences of the March of the Spanifh and Neapolitan 
Troops into the Ecclefiaftical Territories. If thefe De- 
mands are real, it looks as if their Catholick and Sicilian 
Majefties, inftead of accepting a reafonable Satisfaction, 
were telolved to demoliih, at leait, one Tier of the 
Papal Crown. 

Hanover, Fune 1. O. §. The Day after his Majefty’s 
Arrival here, he was at Divine Service in the Chapel 
of the Caftle of Herenhaufen, then took the Air in the 
great Garden along the Canal, dined in publick, and 
iapped in like Manner, in Sight of a great Number of 
Spectators. His Majeily’s private Secretaries, Reichen 
and-Hattorf, arriving the fame Day from England, 
appeared at Court Yefterday, to receive his Majeity’s 
Orders. The German Chancery is alfo arrived from 
London ; and Yetterday the King began to give Audi- 
ence to his Minifters, which he will continue to do al- 
ternatively to his general Officers every other Day.
